Richard Henry Pratt was born in i 
Allegany County, N. Y. When lie was J 
quite young liis parents removed to In-' 
diuna. His early opportunities for ed- j 
ueutlon were only those offered by the! 
village school. At the breaking out of 
the Civil War he was among the first 
to answer the call for troops, enlisting 
in April, 1801. lie served dining the 
entire war, taking an active part in 
all the engagements of the Army of the 
Cumberland from Shiloli to Nashville, i 
and was mustered out in May. 1805, 
as captain in the Eleventh Indiana 
cavalry. In 1807 he accepted a com¬ 
mission in tlie Tenth United States 
cavalry, and until 1875 was stationed 
on the frontier in Texas and the In¬ 
dian territory. 

During the Indian war of 187-1-75 lie 
had charge of hundreds of Indian pris¬ 
oners at Fort Sill. Seventy-four of the 
worst of these were selected and sent 
in care of Capt. I’ratt to the Spanish 
fort at St. Augustine, Fla. It may be 
said, too, that although these men were 
regarded as incorrigibles, and that al¬ 
though Capt. Pratt was their jailer and 
look them to Florida in chains, by liis 
humane and reasonable treatment of 
them he won their affection, and the 
survivors even now regard him as tlieir 
best friend. Some of them have chil¬ 
dren at the Carlisle School, where they 
permitted them to come, because they 
knew that Capt. Pratt would have 
charge of them. When he visits tlie 
Indiun territory they greet liiin with 
demonstrations of affection quite un¬ 
like tlie traditional stolidity of the red 
man, effectually refuting the charge 
that tlie Indian is by nature ungrate¬ 
ful and vindictive. 

Capt. Pratt was given charge of the 
Carlisle Industrial School, which had 
been created out of an old barracks at 
that place. The school started with 
130 students. In the nearly quarter 
of a century which lias Intervened 
thousands have gone out to careers of 
usefulness. The pupils are tirst taught 
to speak English, and then are given a 
primary education, in connection with 
i knowledge of some common and prac¬ 
tical Industry, so that each pupil may 
be furnished with some means of self- 
support among civilized people. To 
this end regular shops and two farms 
have been provided, where the princi¬ 
pal luechuuieal arts, such as printing, 
blacksmithing, shoeniakiug. lmrncss- 
maklng, tailoring, wagonmaking, car-!

Others 
occupy positions as teachers, seam¬ 
stresses and housekeepers. Many of 
the young men have gone out from 
the school to occupy responsible posts.

GOVERNMfNl BY INJUNCTION. 

By John Mitchell, President Lulled Mine Hqrkcrs. 

Government by injunction is one of the most 
insidious, harassing and dangerous methods re¬ 
sorted to by the enemies of workingmen to do 
stroy labor organization anil to circumvent the 
constitutional right of trial by jury. The wliob 
system of government by injunction grows from 
the distrust of the ultra capitalists for demo 
erntie institutions. The reasons given for the 
issuing of injunctions are always misleading and 
false. So far as these injunctions are issued in 
labor eases they are never issued excepting in such eases 
as call for the exercise of the erltnlnnl law. (ioveriimen 
by injunction is not only hostile to organized labor, bit 
it is hostile to 'constitutional liberty. If the American 
people do not check this arbitrary power, it will res-,ill in 
the annihilation of labor unions and then of ail other forms 
of association disliked by capitalists.

Five Women llnrt Dally in Chicago 
Because They Will Stare, 

Five women a day. according to the 
police reports, are hurt In the shop¬ 
ping districts by street cars or other 
vehicles running Into them. Some of 
the eases are serious and demand the 
removal of the injured persons to the 
hospital or their homes. The great 
majority of these accidents, crossing 
policemen declare, are due to what Is 
vulgarly called "rubbernecking.” 

"Nine women out of ten who are 
hurt by street cars or vehicles drawn 
by horses have only themselves to 
blame," said an officer, who for sev 
eral years had guarded a State street 
crossing. "1 have seen dozens of wom¬ 
en Injured down here lu the retail dis¬ 
trict, and l never saw one who met 
with an accident who was not ‘rub¬ 
bernecking.' For Instance, a woman 
will start to cross the street with an 
armful of bundles. Half way over. In 
the middle of the car tracks, she turns 
around to look at a woman who has 
passed her from the opposite direction. 
Perhaps it was the woman’s hat, or 
the hang of her skirt that caused the 
other woman to stop and ‘take licr 
in.' At any rate she stands there like 
a block of stone, deaf to the clanging 
of the car bell and the shouts of the 
people who see her danger.

The kitchen arrangements of the 
modern hotel are on the first basement 
door. There is a chef, but so far as 1 
could see he does not cook.

There is no range, 
but a solid bank of broilers—immense 
gridirons, beneath which are the fires 
that never die. As for the 400 loaves 
of bread and 8,000 rolls required daily, 
the chef does not worry his mind over 
the patent cutters and mixers and 
ovens and staff’ of bakers needed to 
supply the simple item of bread or con¬ 
cern inisdf with the quality of the 
1,100 pounds of butter that are each 
day r qHired to go with it. 

1 i ;st not forget the item of eggs. 
Elgb; -on thousand are required every 
twei /-four hours. Boiled eggs do not 
get overdone. They are boiled by clock¬ 
work. A perforated dipper containing 
the eggs drops down into the water. 
The dipper’s clockwork is set to the 
second, and when that final second has 
expired the little dipper jumps up out 
of the water, and the eggs are ready 
for delivery. There are men who do 
nothing else but fill and watch and 
empty these dancing dippers, and it 
seemed to me great fun. 

On another part of this floor is the 
dishwashing, where groat galvanized 
baskets lower the pieces into various 
solutions of potash and clean rinsing 
water, all so burning hot that the 
dishes dry instantly without wiping. 
Sixty-five thousand pieces of china- 
ware are cleansed in a day and an al¬ 
most equal quantity of silver. All 
told. Uteri* are 300 employees in the 
kitchen departments of this huge liv¬ 
ing machine.—Albert Bigelow l’aino in 
World's Work.

Former Centuries. 

The wonders of the needle were in 
ancient times in Egypt, India, Baby¬ 
lonia and Phoenicia mainly lavished 
by women on veils and bangings for 
temples. Connoisseurs consider the veil 
decorating the tomb of Mohammed at 
Medina, priced at 10,000,000 rupees, 
the most marvelous piece of embroid¬ 
ery ever made.

Other varieties known as invisible 
have also disappeared. The term orig¬ 
inated from the fact that when dipped 
in water or spread out on the grass the 
material was lost to the eye through 
its extreme fineness. 

The trained fingers have disappeared, 
and through modern competition cus¬ 
tomers are no longer willing to pay the 
real value of genuine hard work. This 
superiority of eastern craftsmen over 
their western fellows was recognized 
centuries ago, first by Portuguese, who 
were in the habit of sending satin to 
India to be embroidered by the natives 
after European designs, a fashion 
which at times renders somewhat puz¬ 
zling the classification of the marvels 
of handiwork. 

The French followed suit, since the 
majority of the Louis XVI. court sets, 
including coat, waistcoat and breeches 
in satin, velvet, plush or corded silk, 
so exquisitely adorned with delicate 
sprays and admirable borders wrought' 
in satin and tambour ‘itches, are due 
to the skill and industry of the Chi¬ 
nese, who have reproduced the French 
devices with floss silk in such lovely 
aud fast colors, which still appear in 
all their beauty, with a mellowness im¬ 
parted by time, which further adds to 
their charm.—Ledger Monthly. 


A Prime ltoqnisite For (lie S(n,ij- of 
Planet Surfaces. 

Astronomical science is divided tat 
urally into two parts, that pertaining 
to the stellar universe and that pertain 
ing to our own immediate family of 
planets. The latter are the only bodies 
in the heavens of which we are aware 
that at all resemble our earth, and they 
are all, comparatively speaking, nur 
near neighbors and have, therefore, a 
much more personal and popular inter¬ 
est than the stellar universe at large. 
The study of their relative motions 
was virtually completed during the last 
century, so that at the present time the 
astronomy of the planets is confined 
ebietly to a study of tlieir dimensions 
and surface conditions. 

For this study there is one para¬ 
mount requisite, and that is a steady 
atmosphere. With a good atmosphere 
important results may be obtained 
even with a small telescope of only 
live or six inches diameter; but with¬ 
out such an atmosphere the very lar 
gest telescope will be of no avail. This 
is not the case in other departments of 
astronomy; for many kinds of observa¬ 
tions on the stellar universe the qual¬ 
ity of the atmosphere is of little ac¬ 
count, provided only that it is cloud¬ 
less and transparent; but for the plane¬ 
tary and lunar astronomy a steady at¬ 
mosphere is the fundamental requisite. 
To understand what is meant by a 
steady atmosphere we have only t* 
look at some object across a Dot stove 
or along the line of a railroad track 
upon a summer day. There is a shim¬ 
mer in the air, a wavering motion, with 
which we are all more or loss familiar. 
This wavering is always present in our 
atmosphere, although we usually can¬ 
not see it; but when wo magnify the 
image of a planet in a telescope 1,000 
times we magnify the atmospheric 
tremors in the same proportion, and 
they are then not only conspicuous, 
hut they interfere very seriously with 
our observations. 

In some parts of the world the at¬ 
mosphere is much more steady than in 
others, and it is evidently a matter of 
the highest importance for the astron¬ 
omer interested in planetary research 
to find where these places are situated. 
To illustrate the importance of this 
matter I may say that situated In oue 
of these favored spots I saw night aft 
er night with a five inch and even with 
a four inch lens planetary markings 
and details that I have never seen even 
with the largest telescope in Cam¬ 
bridge.—W. II. Pickering in Century.
